animistic religion persisted, adapted into Catholic teachings, and allowed to flourish alongside them. 


Scriptural Exhortation Against Syncretism: The Bible provides clear guidance on what constitutes true 


religion. Scriptures such as Deuteronomy 6:5 and Matthew 22:37 emphasize the importance of loving God with 


all our hearts, souls, and minds. Additionally, John 14:6 declares Jesus as the only way to the Father, while Acts

syncretism is deemed heretical according to Revelation 22:18-19.

However, a notable 
trend in recent years is the incorporation of modern dances that mirror secular styles found in hotels, 
nightclubs, and bars. While some may perceive these forms of self-expression as worship, it is essential to 
evaluate them through the lens of Scripture. Ephesians 5:18-19 admonishes believers not to be intoxicated with 
wine, but rather to be filled with the Spirit, addressing one another in psalms, hymns, and spiritual songs, 
making melody to the Lord with their hearts. True worship, therefore, transcends mere physical actions and 
requires a genuine engagement of the heart. People may confuse the pleasure derived from such experiences 


with the filling of the Holy Spirit, equating the enjoyment of the dance with the presence of God. 


Similarly, the inclusion of voodoo dance in church services reflects a departure from the apostolic model of 
prayer and Scripture study. While the apostles in the early church devoted themselves to the study of 
Scriptures, fervent prayer, and meaningful fellowship (Acts 2:42), today's worship styles often deviate from 
these foundational practices. Instead, they draw from traditions aimed at summoning and appeasing spirits, 
reflecting a departure from the apostolic model. In addition to dance, worshipers may also engage in other 
physical manifestations such as moving, crying, shouting, and the use of flags or cloths. While these outward 
expressions can be meaningful and sincere, it is crucial to remember that true worship emanates from the 
depths of the heart. Psalm 51:17 reminds us, "The sacrifices of God are a broken spirit; a broken and contrite 
heart, O God, you will not despise." Thus, while external expressions of worship can be powerful, they must 
always be accompanied by an authentic inward devotion to God. As we navigate the complexities of worship, 
let us seek to align our expressions with the truths of Scripture, ensuring that our worship honors God and 
reflects the sincerity of our hearts. May our worship be characterized by reverence, humility, and a deep 


longing to glorify our Creator in Spirit and in Truth (John 4:23-24).

To guard against such misuse, believers must anchor their faith firmly in the finished work of 
Christ, remaining vigilant, discerning truth from falsehood, and holding fast to the unchanging truths of 
Scripture, relying on the sufficiency of Christ and the empowerment of the Holy Spirit to navigate the 


complexities of spirituality while avoiding the pitfalls of syncretism and embracing the purity of biblical truth. 


In addition to the practices previously discussed, Pentecostalism encounters syncretism through various other 
avenues. This includes the incorporation of indigenous spiritual beliefs, such as ancestor veneration or spirit 
possession ceremonies, into Pentecostal worship and theology, particularly in regions where it spreads. 
Furthermore, the Prosperity Gospel, prevalent in many Pentecostal circles, merges elements of Christianity with 
materialistic ideologies, distorting biblical teachings on prosperity and blessing. Cultural adaptations in worship, 
including the integration of traditional music, dance, or rituals, can sometimes blur the lines between biblical 


principles and cultural practices. Additionally, syncretic healing practices and the incorporation of non-Christian 


methods alongside traditional Christian healing approaches pose challenges to maintaining doctrinal purity. 
Finally, syncretism in leadership structures, where traditional hierarchical models may blend with cultural norms, 
can lead to abuses of power and deviations from biblical teachings. These various forms of syncretism highlight 
the complexity of Pentecostalism's interaction with external beliefs and practices, underscoring the importance 


of discernment and adherence to biblical truth in maintaining doctrinal integrity.
